TO ROME OR AGNOSTICISM.
With all the slashing vehemence
that has focussed the eyes of the world
on his pulpit in the West End of

London, Rev. Bernard Vaughan
preached at St. Patrick’s Church in
Montreal yesterday.

It was not at the world of fashion,
but the absence of the mass from the
Protestant faith that he directed his
eloquence.

A murmur of something more than

interest ran through the congregation
—the Jargest English-speaking parish
in Canada—as he declared that today
in England hall of Protestantism is
drifting to agnosticism, while hall is
creeping back to Catholicism led by the
High Church Anglicans,
Cardinal Logue attended the service
with Mgrs. Seagraves and Riordan,
Archbishop Redwood, of New Zealand;
Archbishop Howley, of 8t. Johns, N.
F. The mass was celebrated by Rev. L
N. Elliott.

Father Vaughan took for his theme
“The Mass, the Soul of Religion.”
He reminded his hearers that the
sacrament was something more than
paryer, devotion or service. He said:
“It was the work of the so-called
genius of Protestantism in the six-
teenth century to invent a form of
Christianity without sacrement., In
this present century the most active
zealous party ccutury Protestants, the
High Church party, has discovered
the fatal mistake. Instead of calling
with those gone by the mass "a blas-
pliemous fable and a dangerous de-
ceit,” the High Church Anglicans de-
clare the mess to be a true, proper
and propitiatory sacrifice which is the
very soul of true religion.

“The Protestantism of today is
dividing itsell into two sections in
England. There is the section in-

fluenced by rationalism and the section
believing in revelation and authority.
The former is drifting to agnosticism,
The latter is creeping back to Cathol-
icism. Let us extend a helping hand
to those who are feeling their way
back to the old tradition, until in the
cathedrals, ministers and abbeys that
girdle the motherland the soul giving
sacrifice of the mass may again be
offered and that our people may once
more be united through the same
sacrifice and the same sacraments to
Christianity that were instituted by
Churist. '’

At all the churches of Montreal yes-

terday specinl prayers were offered for
the suceess of the Eucharistic Congress
which will open on Tuesday night at
St. James’ Cathedral in that ¢ity with
the solemn reception of the Papal
Legate, Cardinal Vincent Vannutelli.
The city and provincial government
buildings, the places of business and
all the residences are gaily decorated.
Crowds are pouring into the city every
hour, and by Tuesday it is expected
that there will be 40,000 visitors in
Montreal.
Last night labor demonstrations were
held at Notre Dame and St. Patrick’s
where Cardinal Logue preached Lefore
3,000 persons.
